— The lirlllsh parliament, which met 
January 2». will have several bard 
problems to solve, aud the first vote 
taken shows that the government 
has only a majority of 4i». h« s than 
half what there was a year ago. The 
business troubles, which jicoplc here 
are trying to blunt" on Roosevelt, are 
blumed on the government tluie by 
Its opponents, and there will be sev- 
eral hard attacks made. There Is 
great deal of disorder In Ireland, 
where the poor people are really suf- 
fering and are stealing cattle and at- 
tacking the few men who own land 
and get rent from the rest. There 
will also M another fight over the at- 
tompt to get the schools out from the 
power of the state church. 



All will be glad to learn of the 
provision which Is almost certain to 
be made In Congress for the pension- 
ing of all widows of soldiers who 
have served their country and been 
honorably discharged. The bill has 
passed the House almost unanimous- 
ly, and will almost certainly go thru 
the Senate. It will cost the country 
about |12,741,0O0 a year.

For yfeirs the mountain people of this state have 
been criticised and despised by the other sections of the 
state as "lawless mountaineers," "feudists," and the 
whole region lias been abused, slandered and looked 
down on because of the doings of a very few. News- 
papers and politicians have often held them up to ridi- 
cule as a "bad lot, "and as all in the same class, without 
making any distinction between the lawless and the rest 
of the mountaineers. Now, other sections of the state are 
having troubles. Thru the tobacco raisint.' districts night 
riders are burning, looting and sometime killing. A few 
years ago the blue^rass was terrorized by "toll-gate raid- 
ii'." These men have been showing fully as much law- 
lessness as has ever been known in the mountains. If 
anything, they are worse than the feudists, for they are 
hurtino innocent men and destroying property over a 
money matter, while the mountaineers have always fought 
over personal grievances. 

It is to be hoped that the Blue Grass and the Bear 
Grass will now stop their "holier-than-thou" attitude to- 
ward the mountains. Surely now no one can say that 
they are better than the rest of the state, or boast of 
their good order, while attacking the mountains. 

Tho this is a great state, and there are a thousand 
reasons for being proud of her, the lawlessness and dis- 
order are disgraces to us all, and now that so many- 
parts of the state are on the same basis we ought to stop 
calling each other names, and get together to end the 
lawlessness. 

Whenever there is lawlessness in a place there is 
cowardice there. There are only a few bad men in a com- 
munity, only a few that shoot or fight or burn, and they 
would not carry on if the rest did not let them. All kinds 
of lawlessness can be stopped if the peaceful men of any- 
place will thom a little nerve. If they would even stop 
dealing with bad men, and being friendly with the fel- 
lows that are ruining the country, those fellows would 
goon stop their devilment, even without any law. So of- 
ten tie men are scared and do nothing. Sometimes 
they say that they do not want to "law" a neighbor, and 
they forget that in not stopping his mischief they are 
hurting everybody. 

This is an editorial for every man. Every com- 
munity is in danger of an attack of some kind of law- 
it ssih-ss. and of the disgrace which follows. And every 
man can help in the cure, which is to let it be known 
that the best men are against it, and will turn against 
any man that does it, and will' not treat such men as 
friends. So let each man do his share, and in a short time 
Kentucky will be rid of this black stain on her name 
' 'and this disgrace to her so s. '

TOBACCO WAR: — The tobacco 
war goes on. with more and more 
disorder. Several barns have been 
burned during the last week, and 
there seems to be no way to stop 
the disgrace. The Society of Equity 
has scored a few points In the sale 
of a part of Its tobacco, and there 
seems no doubt that there will be 
very little tobacco planted this year. 
The Amcrlcau Tobacco Company has 
been Indicted iu Frankfort for a vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws, and has 
also come out with a statement to 
show that It is not responsible for 
the trouble. It declares that most 
of the disorder has come iu those 
sections where it buys little, and that 
where It buys most there has been 
little trouble. 

RAID BLIND TIGER: — Masked 
men raided and destroyed I blind 
tiger In Trigg County on Saturday 
and poured out a good deal of liquor. 
This Is about as good a cause as 
lawlessness was ever done in, but it 
Is a bad thing to gu outside the law 
for any reason.

POLITICAL NOTES 

President Sends Great Message to 
Congress— Hughes Gets New York 
Endorsement by Taft's.Help. 

The chief political happenings of 
the week have been the sending to 
Congress by the President of a mes- 
sage which Is said to be the most 
thrilling ever sent out from the 
White House, and the formal begin- 
ning of the campaign of Gov. Hughes 
of New York for the Presidential 
nomination. 

The President's message is given 
in more detail elsewhere. It Is well 
worth reading. In it he discusses 
present day problems with great In- 
sight and ability. The chief point he 
makes Is that business must be con- 
dinted under moral and Christian con- 
ditions. Even if there is a money 
loss, he says there must be honesty. 
His putting the question of the day 
ou this high plane has made clear 
the way for a sharp division of the 
pa-ty along the lines he marks out 
and may lead to exciting times In 
the convention when his suceisor 
Is nominated. 

The Democrats have received the 
message with Joy, and the Lexlngtou 
Leader says of It that "If the Demo- 
crat party should lie wise enough to 
nominate for President a man whose 
life has been consistent In Its devo- 
tion to the principles which find their 
expression In Roosevelt's message It 
would be more than reasonable to 
suppose that a Democrat would suc- 
ceed Roosevelt in the White House.' 

In genera], regardless of party, the 
President's message ceems to be en- 
dorsed by those who have high mor- 
als and unselfish ulms, and attacked 
by those who have selfish In- 
terests which get along best under the 
pre.-, lit laws. 

Gov. Hughes was formally endorsed 
by the New York State Committee for 
the presidency, and told his plat- 
form in an addtesa Friday night. 
He endorsed the President in almost 
every way, but expressed more worry 
about any Invasion of "states rights." 
As this Is the chief bulwark 
behind which the thieving rich men 
are hiding It at once aroused suspi- 
cion that he would not do much If 
he were president. 



SEES T ROUBLE AHEAD 

The Lexington Leader, commenting 
on Berea's desire to become a fifth 
class town, says: 

"If Berea Is transferred to that 
class it will have, in place of Its 
present government, a mayor, a 
common council of six members, a 
police judge, treasurer, city attorney, 
city clerk, marshal and assessor, all 
elective. There will also be a pound 
master, street superintendent, engi- 
neer, weigher and physician. When 
it adds such a formidable array of 
officers to Its expense account Ita 
troubles will begin.

MR. COPE ON DEADLOCK 

Legislator Disagrees with tha ha 
Citi/en Some Comments on Hia

Editor Cltlxen: — 

Some one has sent me a marked 
copy of The Cltlxen. containing an 
editorial entitled, "End the l*ad- 
lock," bearing on the Senatorial situ- 
ation. 1 have also r-Telved a few let- 
ters advising me to vote for a Dem- 
ocrat for I'nlted States Fenator and 
In exchange procure a red'.strlctlng 
bill and other measures. 

In the first place I dealre to say 
that the chancee to elect Bradley are 
pCA I would rather have his chan- 
ce* to-day than of any other man in 
Kentucky.

The certainty of punishment is 
of far more avail in the prevention of crime than 
iti severity, and laxity of administration 
be corrected by amendment of the law*.

HISTORY OF NOTORIOUS 
WHITE MURDER TRIALS 

Stanford Whlta, who waa a member 
of tho noted architectural firm ol 
McKim, Mead * White, waa ahot by 
Harry Kendall Thaw, apendthnft ion 
of Wlllam Thaw of Pittsburg, on tho 
evening of June 25, 1906, at the Madi 
eon Square Roof Garden In Now York 
during the performance of a comic 
opera. White waa alttlng alon* at a 
table liatenlng to the choru* "I Could 
Love a Million Cirla," when Thaw 
came In with hii wife. Evelyn Neebit 
Thaw, and a friend. Thaw ahot three 
time*. White dying almoat immediate 
ly. Thaw submitted to arreat quietly 
and made the statement that: "He 
(referring to White), ruined my wife." 

Mrs. Thaw, as Evelyn Nesbit, went 
from Pittsburg to New York as an ar- 
tist's model and later was a member 
Of the famous Florodora chorus. 

Thaw waa indicted three days after 
the shooting and hi* trial was begun 
two weeks later. He pleaded not 
guilty, the defense being msde by his 
counsel on the now famoua "brain- 
storm" theory. After nearly two 
months and a half of trial and Inquiry, 
during which a special commission de- 
cided Thaw was sane, the jury (In 
agreed— seven voting for th* Inflic- 
tion of the penalty fcr murder In the 
first degree and five holding out for 
acquittal. Th* trial cost the state 
$76,000 and the defense $225,000. 

The second trial began on the 6th 
of this month and haa been 
rapidly to its conclusion.

Tbe miracles 
were no breaking or changing of the 
lams of nature, but were the pcraonal 
will of (iod acting directly u|>on the 
needs of men. 

A miracle Is simply God's doing 
with his Infinite power the same qual- 
ity of action, though vastly greater In 
degree, that we do every hour when 
we exert our personal will amid tbe 
force of nature. I lift up a book. I 
tu-n on the water from the water- 
works, and make a shower on my 
parched lawn or garden. I stop a part 
of the machinery In the factory and 
rescue a child caught In It* wheel*. 

If Je*u* was divine they were aa 
natural to blm aa any other act of 
his will. They were object-lesson* 
In the spirit and the work of the Gos- 
pel, the principle* of which he had 
been teaching, livery miracle la a vis- 
ible picture before men of the char- 
acter of God, of the nature of the 
Gospel, of tbe loving-klndnes* of our 
Saviour, of hi* power to help, of the 
wonders of grace he can mork In our 
hcarta. of hi* power to deliver from 
the diseases of sin. 

V. 47. When be had heard that 
Jesus waa come . . . Into Galilee." He 
must have beard abot t blm, and espe- 
cially of tbe miracle at ("ana It maa 
the knowledge of what Jesus hud al- 
ready done that gave him faith to be- 
lieve that he might cure his son.

Problems of the District School. 

II. M.klng ths wark 

Ity I'rof. I>ln«raor». 



6. ARITHMETIC. From the days 
of our fathers till the preHent arith- 
metic has been the great study of the 
District School. More time, thought 
and attention has heeu given to It 
than to any other branch. It has 
been considered the most practical 
and the most important branch 1*- 
causa business cannot be carried on 
without It. It la nscessary to all 
computations. 

Yet despite the attention it has re- 
ceived it Is responsible for the ma- 
jority of failures in examinations and 
is the bugbear of a multitude of 
young people who aspire to teach 
and who wouldn't mind Hie examina- 
tion if it were not for arithmetic. So 
many have been the heart breakings 
that a great question has arisen for 
the consideration of teachers' associ- 
ations and Institutes, "What is the 
matter with Arithmetic?" It is not 
difficult to find enough that is the 
natter but the remedy is not so eas- 
ily discovered. The trouble origi- 
nated In part from the love of the 
old-time school-master for solving 
difficult problems and thus proving 
the superiority of his attainments; 
from the early text-books that were 
made for mature minds and were fill- 
ed with hard problems and puzzles 
to show the Ingenuity of the authors: 
from putting these books in the hands 
of children whose minds were not 
sufficiently developed to grasp them 
thus subjecting them to discourage- 
ment In the beginning; from cram- 
ming their minds with a mass of 
rules and definitions before inducting 
them into the processes that would 
make principles, rules and defini- 
tions plain and easy; from expect- 
ing ripe scholars in arithmetic when 
other branches Just as important have 
scarcely been touched. 

It is not the intention of this work 
to argue against arithmetic. It is 
agreed that it is important and de- 
serves its full meed of time and at- 
tention. It is rather a question of 
what to teach and how to teach It; 
whether to confine our efforts to the 
practical for the sake of 
later In life, or to use such 
as will cultivate the mental powers 
without much reference to their prac- 
ticability. Will not a mind that is 
trained to proceed from the known 
to the unknown, to reason from cause 
to effect, to go from step to step in 
logical order be able to gra-^p the 
details of the practical problems of 
life oven if it has not met th<m all 
In ltc training? No reasonable per- 
son can doubt It 

Moreover a great majority 
lems In the business world 
arithmetical. They are not 
are found In books with the 
set dewn. The practical problems in 
arithmetic will not teach the farmer 
anything about the rotation of crops, 
or when to plant corn, or what broed 
of sheep will yield the most profit. 
They will cct shew the merchant 
where to buy his goods, how to be 
polite to his customers, nor Inform 
him as to tho best selling crtlcles. 
These are samples of the "practical 
problems'" we meet with in life and 
'a trained mind is required to success- 
fully cope with them. 

Is It not evident, then, that prac- 
tical arithmetic should have for Its 
object the cultivation of the mental 
powers rather than skill in comput- 
ing the cost of so many bushels, 
yards or pounds at so much per 
Item? If the problems in computa- 
tion are as good as any for trainlug 
the mind by all means use them 
but let that be the test. 

Among the objecu to be attained 
In the study of arithmetic are two 
that need attention. The first In 
point of time is skill In handling 
numbers and in setting down figures. 
For the sake of economizing time all 
thru life every child should be taught 
to compute rapidly and accurately. 
This together with neatness can be 
taught In the early years of school 
life, the secret of success being Intel- 
ligent and enthusiastic practice. Hard 
problems are not only not necessa- 
ry, they are a positive detriment 10 



of prob- 
are not 
cuea as 
answers 



progress. When rapidity, accuracy 
and neatness are the objects sought 
no other stimulus Is necessary. To 
make good progress Is success and 
success is a sufficient reward for 
hard labor. 

But It must be remembered that 
skill while first In point of time is 
not the main object. The second and 
main object Is the cultivation of the 
mental powers. Skill Is only a 
means to this end and to the econo- 
my of time and effort thru life. 

One of the most valuable powers of 
the mind is that of observation, and 
this faculty should receive attention 
from the outset. Much of the work 
of arithmetic does not require rea- 
soning but observation. Addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, dlvlslou, 
tables and computations are evidence 
of this. That two and two make 
four is not the result of thought nor 
reason but is merely to be observed. 
You observe If you have three apples 
and cat one you have two left; if 
you divide ten pears among five boys 
each one gets two. etc., etc. 

A considerable amount of the work 
should call for thought but not too 
complicated for young minds. Abun- 
dance and variety of material rather 
than mental strain should be the 
watchword. Show them how to go 
from the known to the unknown. 
One pound of nails costs three cents; 
that is the known. What will three 
|>ound8 cost? That Is the unknown. 
Starting with the known we say, if 
one pound costs three cents, three 
pounds w ill cost three times as much 
which Is nine cents. The reasoning 
in this consists in seeing that the 
relation that exists between the price 
and the amount In the known must 
be the same In the unknown and of 
following this relationship thru the 
arithmetical process to the conclu- 
sion. 

A great number of such simple 
problems hhould be given beginners 
until the powers of reasoning 
is fixed, then make the work more 
complicated by adding some new fac- 
tor as. If three cakes of soap cost 
fifteen cents what will five cakea 
cost? Here we go from the known 
to the unknown but we cannot go 
directly to the conclusion; we must 
make an intermediate step. From 
knowing what three pounds cost we 
first find what one cost then we may- 
proceed along the well knowing path 
of reasoning from one to any num- 
ber. If the first is well understood 
before undertaking the second and 
each one thereafter thoroly learned 
there will never be any trouble. A 
student can readily learn to go thru 
the most difficult mazes of reasoning 
If only he be required to learn one 
new step at a time and is Riven a 
sufflcent number of problems for Ill- 
ustration and practice. 

A considerable number of the rub- 
Jeets In the old arithmetics are nei- 
ther practical nor -cultural. Su<ii top- 
ics as duodecimals, alligation medial, 
true and bank discount, cube root 
and miscellaneous pioblims that are 
too difficult for most mature minds 
are, to say tho least, cf doubtful use 
in the district school. If they have 
a place It la In the higher schools. 
Pupils would much better employ 
their time In literatuie, rhetoric, com- 
position, letter writing and business 
forms, all of which will be useful ev- 
ery day of their lives. Wheu you 
are satisfied a certain course is right 
stand for It and follow It but be 
tactful In so doing. 

The city schools all over the land 
have done much in the past few 
years in abollthlng the errors of 
teaching arithmetic by omitting such 
subjects as those indicated above or 
relegating them to the high school. 
The wrong and frequently cruel prac- 
tice of subjecting young ml:. els to 
problems far bsyond their years is 
no longer tolerated. 

If the country teacher cannot abol- 
ish the evils that are obvious he 
can at least advocate reform wher- 
ever opportunity offers and l>e ready 
to Join forces with any movement 
whose object li for the betterment 
of the schools.

Judging from the number of bill* In- 
troduced, the member* of thl* legUla 
ture are anxious to do something for

their full two-year term, and tho lleut 
enant governor to receive $2,500 per 
year. It Is not believed that this bill 
will |iass. however and if It should 
peas It would not apply to the present 
legislature, as the salary of an official 
cannot be changed after he ha* en 
tired upon hi* dutlea.

Out of all the bills Introduced look 
Ing to the securing of a better system 
of public road*. It I* believed 
•ome one good measure will be 
ed The constitution doe* not permit 
•fate aid to road building, but *tate 
aid *eem* to be the only solution of 
the problem With thl* Idea In view. 
Senator Hcwworth ha* Introduced a 
bill providing for a vote on the propo- 
rtion to so amend the constitution 
that the itate may lend It* credit to 
any county to help that county build 
good roads The plan Is to have a 
county vote to Issue bond* for a cer 
tain amount to build road*, and then 
the state will endorse the bonds, and 
thu* the money can be railed to carry 
on the work Other state* have even 
gone farther than thl* In New York 
the state contribute* .'.0 per cent of the 
coat of all mad* California and Colo- 
rado pay all the coat. Massachusetts 
pay* all the coat, bat require* the 
countle* to refund one half In six 
year*. In Ohio the state pay* $5 per 
cent, the county 50 per cent, the town 
■hip* 15 per cent and the abutting 
property owner* 10 per cent In Penn 
■ylvanla th- state pay* 76 per cent 
A large number of other date* help 
the counties to a greater or le** d* 
gr.-»». to b-lld the road*, and unless 
•ome meaa e I* adopted by the les> 
lature to promote road building. Ken

Kentucky ha* neglected her fish and 
game law* for ao long or ha* failed 
to enforce them, that fl*h and game 
have almost become thing* of the past 
Other state* have rigid laws on thl* 
subject, and enforce them to the let 
ter. but It ha* never been done In thl* 
•tate. In fact, there Is an attempt *t 
every session of the legislature to re- 
peal the few restriction* as to fishing 
ariTl hunting that are now on the slat 
ute book* Representative Hunter of 
Clark county ha* Introduced a hill pro 
vldlng for the appointment of a *tate 
game and n»h commission, that shall 
appoint a game warden. The bill fur 
ther | rovldt« for a gun license for all 
hunter* of $2 for pump or repeating 
gun* and $1 for other gun*. It also 
provides for a llcen«e of $| for every 
fisherman who I* a resident of the 
state and $5 for all non resident*, and 
limit* the amount of game and fl«h 
that may t.« token in any one day. 

Representative W. C. McChord of 
Washington county has offered a bill 
that he think* will to a great extent 
•olve the tobacco troubles In this 
■tate HI* bill provide*, first, that all 
person*, companies, corporations ot| 
government* that are engaged In man 
ufacturtng or buying tobacco In this 
state must nr*t procure a license to do 
■o from the «tate commissioner of 
agriculture; second. It provide* that It 
■hall be unlawful for any person en 
gaged In growing tobacco to put on 
any growing plants any poisonous sub 
stance for the purpose of destroying 
worms or Insect* or for sny other pur 
pose; third. It makes It urlawful foi 
any person having the possession of 
tobacco, the title of which I* vested In 
another, to aell or otherwise dispose 
of such totacco without the consent 
of the person in whom the title is vest 
ed. The latter clause Is to prevent 
anyone who ha* t>ooled lis tobacco 
from taking It out of the pool and *ell 
Ing it to the "tru*!." 

About the first MA to pass the sen 
ate was the Bosworth bill, which an 
thorlzes, under certain conditions nod 
restrictions the ubc of the public high 
ways, roads and turnpike* by persons, 
nrms or corporations engaged in the 
manufacture, transmission and dintrl 
button of electricity for lighting, heat 
Ing and power purposes The condl 
tions and restriction* are that the fix- 
tures of the said companies shall not 
In any way Interfere with travel or 
public roads and the said transmission 
lines shall be under the reasonable 
control of the althorltles having con 
trol of the road*. Nothing In the act 
shal be construed to prevent the prop 
erty owners from obtaining damages 
for such rights, and the act shall not 
apply to any Incorporated town or 
city.

It Is not the puppets, but the strong cun- 
ning men anu the mighty furcsxs working 
for evil behind and through the puppets, 
wllh whom we have to deal. We ehek to 
control low-defying wealth. In the first 
place to prevent Its doing dire • vll to 
the rep.ibllc. nnd In the next place to 
avoid the vindictive nnd drrudful radi- 
calism which. If left uncontrolled. It la 
certain In the end lo arouse. Sweeping 
attacks upon all property, upon all men 
of means, without regard to whether they 
do wall or 111, would aound the dcath- 
knell of the republic: and ..uch attacks 
become Inevitable If decent clilsens per- 
mit those rich men whose lives are cor- 
rupt und evil tn domineer In swollen 
pride, nnehe. k.al and unhindered, over 
Ihe destinies of this country. We act In 
no vfmlUtive aplrlt, and we are no re- 
specters nf persons. If a labor union 
does wrong, we oppose It aa firmly as 
we oppose a corporation which does 
WTOSnT and we stand equally stoutly for 
the rights of ihe mini of wealth nnd fof 
the rights of the wuge-worker. We s"vk 
to proi. , 1 th. prop, rn of every man who 
acts honestly, of every corporation thul 
r.-pr.s. nia wealth honestly m-cumulated 
nntl honestly used. We seek to stop 
wrongdoing, and wo desire to punlah the 
wrong doers only ao fur aa la necessary 
to achieve this end.

ing IS) aln against the light, serve these 
llxir (nnsters of great wealth to the cost 
plain people. The hooka and 
lets the controlled newspapers, the 
speceiies hv public or private men to 
whl. b I refer, arc usually and espe ially 
In Has Interest of the Standard Oil Trust 
and of certain notor oua railroad com- 
binations. I111I they also defend other In- 
dlvhbJVlB and .airpor.ttlnna of groat 
wealth that have been guilty of wrong- 
doing It Is onlv rarely that tha men re- 
sponsible for the wrongdoing themselves 
1 speak or write Normally they hire oth- 
I era to do their blddlne. or find others who 
will do It without hire. From the rall- 
I rosd-rnie law tu the pure-food law. e-. .-ry 
measure for honesty In business that haa 
I la i n passed during the laat six years has

sa«-c and In Its administration with every 
■ "Sonne that bitter nnd unscrupulous 
. raft roiild suggest and tha command of 
almost unlimited money secure. But for 
the last year the attack has been made 
wllh most bitterness upon the actual ad- 
mlaietrntlon nf the law. .specially 
through the department of Juatlce. but 
aiao through the Interstate Commerce 
Commission nnd the bureau of corpora- 
tions. Tha extraordinary violence of lh" 
assaults upon our policy contained In 
ih.-se speeches, editorials, articles, od- 
\ . rtlsrni.-nts. nnd pamphlets, and tho 
enormous sums nf money spent In theae 
var'naa way*, give a fairly accurate 
measure of the anger and terror which 
our public actions hare cauacd the cor- 
rupt men of vnat wealth to feel In the 
very marrow nf their being. The attack 
Is sometimes made openly against us for 
enforcing the law. and aomellmea with a 
certain cunning, for not trying to en- 
for-e It In sfime other way than that 
which experience shows to he practical. 
One of the favorite methods of the lat- 
ter class of assailant Is to attack the ad- 
ministration for not procuring the Im- 
prisonment Instead of the fine of offend- 
ers under these anti-trust laws. Thn man 
making thla assault la usually either a 
prominent luwver or an editor who takea 
Ida policy from the Inanclrra and hl» 
arg'.ui'enta from their attorney*. If the 
former, l.r ha* defen.l.a) r.nd advised 
many wealthy muleSictors. and he known 
well that, thank* to Ihe »dv1ee of lawyers 
like himself, .v certain kind of modern 
corporation ha* been turned into an ad- 
mirable Instrument by which to render It 
a ii nigh Impossible 10 get at the „eud 
•if the corporation, ot the men who Is 
really moat guilty. Whrn we are nhlo 
0 put the real wrongdoer In prieon. this 
a what we strive to do: this Is what we 
nave actually done with aome eery 
wenlthy criminal*, who. moreover, repre- 
sented that m.vst baneful of all all'ancea 
Ihe alliance between the corruption of 
organised pnllttca and the corruption of 
high finance. This I* what we have done 
in the Oaynor and flreene case. In the 
caan of the mlanppllcatlon of funds In 
.-onne. lion with certain great hanks In 
Chicago. In the land-frand caaea. where, 
aa In other cua.-s likewise, neither the 
blchcst political position nor the posses- 
sion of great wealth, has availed to save 
the offender* from prison. The federal 
government dons scourge sin. It does bid 
sinner* fear: for it haa put behind tha 
bare with Impartial severity, tha powerful 
financier, the pttwerful politician, the rich 
land thief, the rich contractor— all. no 
matter how high thetr atatlon. agalnat 
wbom crlm'nal misdeeds can be proved. 
All their wealth and power ran not pro- 
tect them. But rt often happens that the 
ef -ii to Imprison a given defendant I* 
certain to be futile, while It Is possible 
to fine him or to fin* the .-orporatlon of 
which he is heed: ao that. In other worda. 
the only way of punirhlng the wrong I* 
by fining the corporation, unleaa we are 
content to proceed personally against the 
minor agents. The rrrrpc, ration lawyer* 
to whom 1 refer and their employer* are 
the men mnlniy responafble for th's 
slate of things, and tlss'r reaponslblllly Is 
shared with nil who Ingeniously oppose 
the pasatng of Just nnd effe"t!ve laws, nr 
who fall to execute them when they have 
been put on the atatute books. 

Much I* said. In <hesa atticlt* upon 
the policy of the present administra- 
tion, about the rights of "Innocent 
stockholders." That stockholder Is 
not innocent who voluntarily purchaaea 
stock In a corpornfton whose methods 
and management he knowa to he cor- 
rupt: and stockholder* are bound to 
try to secure honest management, or 
"Ise are estopped from complaining 
• uoUt tftc prB C Bf WIST* ths e;overnmenl 
finds necessary In order to compel the 
-orporatlon to obey the law. There has 
been In the past grave wrong don- In- 
■-•.■nt atockholder* by overcapitalisa- 
tion. *tock- watering;. •toolc-Joblng. 
atoett manipulation. This we have 
'ouvht to prevent first, by exposlnarthe 
thing done and punishing the offender 
vhen any ealstlng law had been vlo- 
ated: second, hy recommending the pii*- 
•nre of low* whloh would muku unlaw- 
ful similar practice* for the future. 
Tho public men. lawyer* and editor* 
»ho loudly proclaim their avmpnthv for 
the "Innocent *toesiholders" when a 
•reat law-defying rorporr.tlon la pun- 
shed, are theilrst to protest with fran- 
•Ic vehemence ngnlnst all efTorta b» 
aw to put a atop to the practice* which 
ire the res! and ultimate sourccg of the 
lamage alike to the atockholder* and 
he public. The apologist* of *uer>e*a- 
'•il dishonesty always drclaim against 
ny effort to punish or prevent It. on 




• peech. editorial, hook, or 
pamplilit. the d. fens.- by misstate 
ments of what they have done; and 
yet whrn public servants OOtTsct their 
mlsstutrm. nts by telling the truth they 
declaim aguinst them for breaking 
silence, lest values be depreclateu. " 
They have hurt honest business urn. 
honest working men. honest farmers; 
and now I'm > clamor against the truth 
being told. 

The keynote of nil these nttacke 
upon Ihe effort to secure honesty In 
business nntl in politics I* well ex- 
pressed In brasrn protests against any 
effort for the moral regeneration of the 
business world, on the ground that It I* 
unnatural, unwarranted and Injurious, 
and that business panic Is tha neces- 
sary penalty for *uch effort to secure 
business honeaty. The morality of 
■ uch a plea is precisely an great aa if 
made on behalf nf the men caught In 
a gambling establishment when that 
gambling establishment la raided by 
the police. If such word* mean any- 
thing the)/ mean that those wboae sen- 
timents they represent stand against 
the effort tn bring about a moral re- 
generation of bualoe**. which will pre- 
vent a repetition of the Insurance, 
hanking and street railroad scandals In 
New York; a repetition of the Chicago 
A Alton deal; a repetition of the com- 
bination between certain professional 
politicians, certain professions! labor 
leaders, nnd certain big financiers, 
from the disgrace of which San Fran- 
cisco haa Just been rescued; a repeti- 
tion of the aticceaaful effort by tha 
Standard Oil people to cruah out evvry 
competitor, to overawe the common 
curriers, and to establish a monopoly 
which treat* Ihe public with a con- 
tempt which the public deserve* so 
long an It permits men o." such prln- 
ciplea and *entlment* to avow ana act 
on them with Impunity. Tha outcry 
against stopping dishonest practice* 
among wrongdoer* who hnpp.-n to be 
wealthy In precisely slmllut to the out- 
cry rnl«ed against every effort for 
cleanliness and decency In city a/nv- 
■•rnment. because. forsooth. It will 
"hurt business " The same outcry la 
mntle against the department of Jus- 
tice for prosecuting the heads of colos- 
sal corporation* that haa been mnda 
against the men who In San Franoiwo 
have prosecuted with impartial sever- 
ity the wrongdoers nmong bns:ncs* 
men. public officials and labor leaders 
alike. Thn principle la the same in 
the two cases. Just as the blackmail- 
er and bribe elver stand on the same 
evil eminence of Infamy, ao the man 
who makes an enormous fortune by 
corrupting legislator, a nnd municipal- 
ities and fleecing his stockholders and 
the public, stands on the same moral 
level with the creature who fattens on 
the blood money of the gambling house 
and the saloon Moreovi r. In the last 
nnnlyels. both kinds of corruption are 
far more Intimately ronnected than 
would nt first sight appear; the wrong- 
doing is at bottom tho aame. Corrupt 
business and corrupt politics act and 
react with ever Increasing drhnee- 
ment. one on the other; the corrupt 
head of a corporation and the corrupt 
labor leader are both In the sama de- 
gree the enemle* of honest .orpora- 
tlona snd honest labor unions: the ro- 
hate t*ker. tha franchise trafBcker. 
the manipulator of securities, the pur- 
veyor and protector of vice the black- 
mailing ward ho«s. the ballot-box stutt- 
er, the demagogue, the mob leader, the 
hired bully, and tnan-klller-all alike 
work at the *ame web of corruption, 
and all alike should be abhorred by 
hnne*t men. 

Th* "business" which I* hurt by the 
movement for honesty I* the kind of 
business whloh In the long run. It 
pays the ennntry to have hurt. It Is 
the kind of business which hs* trnd< d 
to make the very name "high finance" a 
term nf scandal to which all honest 
American mt.n of business should Join 
In putting an end. The special plead- 
ers for business dishonesty. In denounc- 
ing the present administration for en- 
forcing the law against the huge and 
corrupt corporntlons which have defied 
the law. also denounce It for endeavor- 
ing to secure *ndly needed labor legis- 
lation, each a* a fnr-reachlng law mak- 
ing emplnyera liable for Injuriea to 
their employe*. 

• Bu«ine»t" Hurt by Movement 

for Honeaty Should Be Cru«hed 

It I* meet nnd fit that the apologl*t* 
for corrupt wealth should oppose every 
effort to relieve weak and helplrsa peo- 
ple from crushing misfortune brought 
upon them hy Injury lu the business 
from which they gain a bare livelihood. 
The burd.-n ahnuld be distributed. It 
Is hypocritical hna< nrss to speak of a 
girl who works In a factory where the 
.Inngrroiis machinery Is unprotected sa 
hovlng the 'right" freely to oontrart 
to erp.we herself to danger* to life and 
llmh. She has no alternative but to 
euffer want or rl»e to expose herself to 
such dangers, and when *he lose* a 
hand or Is otherwise maimed or disfig- 
ured for life. It Is :* moral wrong thnt 
the whole burden of the risk necessarily 
Incidental tn the business should be 
placed with crushing weight upon her 
weuk should. rs. and all who profit by 
her work eacape scot-free. Thla la 
whBt opponents of a Just employers' 
liability law ndvocatc; and It ia ion- 
alatent that they should usually also 
advocate immunity for those most dan- 
gerous number* of the criminal class 
— the criminals of great wealth. 

Our opponent* have recently been 
bitterly criticising the two Judge* re- 
ferred lo In the accompan vine commu- 
nication* from the Slandsrd Oil Com- 
pany and the Stata Fe railroad for hav- 
ing Imposed heavy fines on these two 
corporations; und yet these same crit- 
ics of these two Judge* exhaust them- 
selves In denouncing the most re- 
seectftil nr. I cautious dtacusslon of 
the official anion of a Judge which re- 
sults tn Immunity to wealth and power- 
ful wrongdoer*, or whlrh r. n ;. , - nuga- 
tory a temperate effort to better the 
condition* of l'fe and work among 
those of our fellow "ountrvmen whose 
need I* greatest. Most certainly It be- 
hooves us all to trest with the utmost 
respect the high office of Judge; nnd 
our Judarea, a* a whole, are brave and 
upright nun. ResDert for the law 
must go hand In hand with respect for 
the Judgea; and. a* a whole. It I* true 
now aa In the pa*t. that the Judgea 
stand In character and service shove 
all other men among their fellow- 
servants of the public. There I* all 
the greater need thai the few who fall 
in this great office, who fall below thla 
high standard of Integrity, of wisdom 
of *yrnpathetic understanding and of 
coura.s-e. should have their eve* ooenerj 
to the need* of their countrymen. A 
Judge who on the bench either truckle* 
to th* mob and shrinks from sternly 
repressing violenoe and disorder, or 
bow* down before n comoratlon: who 
fall* to stand np valiantly for the 
rights of property on the one hand, or 
on the other by misuse of the process 
of Injunction or by his attttude toward 
all meaaure* for the 1» trerment of the 
condition* of labor, makes the waare- 
worker feel with Mtternes* that the 
courts are hostile to him; or who falls 
to reallxe thnt all nubile aervanta In 
their several stations must strive to 
•top the abuses of tho criminal rich — 
such a man performs nn even worse 
" nl.v to the body politl than the 
legislator or executive who goes wrong 
The Judge who doe* his full duty well 
stand* higher, and renders a bettrr 
service to the peorile. than any other 
public aervant; he |a entitled to great- 
er respect; and If he is n true servant 
of the people, if h" Is upright, wise and 
fearless, he will unhesltatinrrlv disre- 
gard even the wishes of the peopln If 
they conlict with the eternal princi- 
ple* of right n» ag*ln*t wrong. He 
must serve the people; but he must 
serve his own conscience flrat. All 
honor lo such a Judge. 

The opponents of th* measure* we 
champion single out now one and now

W* 
do ant subscribe lo the cynical belief that 
dirhoneaty and unfair dealing are essen- 
tial to business euece**, and are to be 
condone,! when the success Is moderate 
and applauded when the surer** I* g r oa t .

Lawa Must Continue to Be 

Administered with Even Hand 

The laws mutt In the future be nd- 
minlatered a* they are now being ad- 
ministered. *o that the di purtment of 
luitlce may continue to be. what it now 
la. In very fn.i the department of Jus- 
tice, where ao far as our ublllty permit* 
Justice is meted out with an even 
to great and small, rich and poor, 
and strong. Moreover, there should 
ro delay In supplementing the laws now 
on the statute book* by the enactment of 
further legislation aa outlined In the 
message I sent to congress on It* assem- 
bling. Under the exlitlng laws, much, 
very much, ha* been actually accom - 
pushed during the past *lx year*, and It 
has been shown by actual experience* 
that they can be enforced agalnat the 
wealthiest .'orporatlon and the richest 
and most powerful manager or manipu- 
lator of that corporation ,aa rlgorou*ly 
nnd fearlessly as against tha humblest 
offender. Above all. they have been 
enforced against the very wrongdoers 
and agents 01 wrongd.Hsrs whs have for 
so many years gone scot free and flouted 
the lawa with Impunity, against great 
law-.tf fylng corporations of immense 
wealth, which, until within the last half 
dos*n years, bare treated themselves and 
have expected other* to treat them as 
being beyond and above all possible 
check from law. 

It is especially necessary to secure to 
the representatives of the national gov- 
ernment full power to deal with the great 
corporations riiKnKci In Interstate com- 
merce, and above all. with tha great In- 
terstate common carriers. Our people 
ahnuld clearly recognlxe that while Jhere 
are difficult 
to be folios 
corpisrutlons. . 

faced, nnd one of three course* followed. 

The flrat courae 1* to abandon all ef- 
fort to oversee and control their actions 
in the Interest of the general public 
nnd to permit a return to Ihe utter lack 
of control which would obtain If they 
were left to the common law. I Ac not 
for one moment believe thai our people 
would tolerate thla position. The ex- 
traordinary growth of modern Industrial- 
ism ha* rendered the common law, which 
grew up under *nd wo* adapted to deal 
wth totally different condition*. In many 
r fa. peels Inede.mai' to deal wllh the new 
.aanditions Th. M new 1 omllllons make It 
necessary to shackle cunning aa In the 
past we have shackled force. Tha vast 
Individual and corporate fortunes, ths 
vast combinations of captat. which have 
marked the development of our Industrial 
svst. m, create new conditions, and neces- 
sitate a change from the old attitude or 
the state and nation toward the rulea 
regulating the acquhrltlon and untram- 
meled l.udne** u»e of property. In order 
both that property may be udequatcly 
protected, and thnt at the same time 
those who bold It may be prevented from 
wrongdoing. 

The second and third couraea are ta> 
have the regulation undertaken either 
by the nation or by the states Of 
course In any event both the national 
government and the several state a;ov- 
ernment* must do each Ita part, and 
each can do a certain amount that the 
other cannot do. while the only really 
satisfactory reaults must be obtained 
by the representative* of th* aatlonat 
and state government* workln* heart- 
ily together within their reapectlvu 
spheres. But In my Judgment 
thoroughgoing »nd •atlsfactory con- 
trol cun in the end only he obtained by 
the action of the national government, 
tor almost all the corporation* of 
enormous wealth — thnt Is. Ihe corpora- 
tions which It Is especially de»lr*blc tt» 
control — are engaged In Interatato com- 
merce, and derive their power and 
their Importance not from that por- 
tion of their buelnea* whlrb Is Intrr 
• tate. but from the Interstate business 
It la not eaay always to decide Juat 
where the line of demarcation between 
the two kind* of bujlne** fall*. This 
line must ultimately be drawn by the 
federal court*. Much of tho effort to 
secure adequate control of the great 
corporation* by state action has been 
wise and effective, but much of it has 
been neither: for when the effort la 
mnde to accomplish hy thn action of 
the state what can only be accom- 
plished by the action of the nation, the 
result can only be disappointing and in 
the end the law will probably be de- 
clared unconstitutional. So. likewise. 
In the national arena, we who believ* 
In the men»urc* herein advocated are 
hampered and not aided by tha extrem- 
ists who advocate action aa violent 
that It would either be useless or else 
would cuuse more mischief than It 
would remedy. 

We have Just passed through two 
month* of acute financial stresa. At any 
suqJ) time It Is a sad fact that entirely 
innoc.nl people suffer from no fault 
of th. ir own. and every one meat feel 
Ihe keenest aympathy for the large 
body of honest business men. of hon- 
est Investor*, of honest wugeworker*. 
who Buffer because Involved In a crash 
for which they are In no way respon- 
sible. At such a time there is a natu- 
ral tendency on the part of many men 
to feel gloomy and frightened at the' 
outlook; but there 1* no Justification 
for this feeling. Thtr* I* no nation so 
absolutely sure of ultimate success 
an our*. Of course we shall suc- 
ceed. Oura Is a nation of masterful 
energy, with u continent for Ita do- 
main, and It feel* within It* vein* tha 
thrill which comes to those who know 
that they poaaeaa the future. We tn) 
not cast down by the fear of failure. 
We are upheld by the confident hop* 
of ultimate triumph. The wrong* that 
exiat are to be corrected, but they In nc 
way juettfy doubt as to the anal out- 
come, doubt aa to the great material 
prosperity of the future, or of the lofty 
spiritual life which la to be batlt upon 
that prosperity a* a foundation. No 
misdeed* done In the prrarnt must he 
permitted to shroud from our eyes the 
glorious future of the nation; but be- 
cause of this very fact It behooves ua 
never to swerve from our reaolate pur- 
pose to rut out wrongdoing and uphold 
what la right. 

I do not fur a moment believe that the 
action* of this administration have 
brought on business distress, so far aa 
this 1* due to local and not world-wide 
aus.is. and to the action* of 



tlculur Individual*. It I* due to the specu- 
lative folly and flagrant dishonesty of a 
few men of great wraith, who seek to 
shield themselves from the effect* of their 
own wrongdoing by ascribing It* results 
tu the m Mon » of those who have sought 
to put a stop to the wrongdoing. But 
If It were true that to cut out rotten- 
ness from the body politic meant a mo- 
mentary check to an unhealthy aovmlng 
prosperity. I *hould not fur one moment 
1 • sii.u. to put the knife tn the corrup- 
tion. On behalf of all our people, on 
behalf no lea* ot the honest man of 
means than of the honest man who earns 
each duy's livelihood by that day'e sweat 
of Ida brow. It Is necessary to Insist upon 
honesty In business and politic* allk*. In 
all walk* of life. In big things and In 
little things; upon Juat and fair dealing 
a* between man and man. Those who da- 
rn a nd thl* are atrlvlng for Ihe right In 
the spirit of Abraham Lincoln when he 
•aid: 

"Fondly do we hope, fervently do way 
pray, that this mighty scourge tnag pas* 
away. Yet. If UoJ will* that It continue 
until all thn wealth piled by the bonds- 
men'* two hundred and fifty year* of un 
requited atoll ahull be aunk, and unlit 
every drop of blood drawn with the Insh 
shall be paid by another drawn with 
the sword, as wa* said three thousand 
year* ago. so .still It must be said . -The 
Judgments of the Uird are true and 
rlghtoou* altogether.' 

"With m»!lc* toward none; with charity 
for all: with firmness In the right, aa Ood 
gives ua to ace the tight, let ua strive oa> 
lo finish the work we are In." 

lu the work we of thl* generation ace 
In. there 1*. thanks be to the Almighty, 
no danger of hl.rodahed and no ase for 
the »word; but there I* grave need of 
those st. rn qualities shown allk* by th* 
men of the north and the men of tha 
south In the d rk day* when each val- 
iantly battled for the light as It was given 
each tu see the light Their spirit *hauld 
be our spirit, as we strive to bring nearer
